Christian experience, lke all re- 
ligious experience is primarily 
subjective, Like charity, religion 
begins at home, and this new ex- 
perience of Christianity will be 
achieved through the self-ox- 
epuigntion of all those who desire 
t. 

Religion is not a kind of magic 
which proceeds from our endur- 
nnce of Hfe and each other. 

It is not an intellectual pro- 
blem though we have to win 
our way with an inadequate in- 
tellect as an initial handicap. 

Jt fs not on emotional soda- 
fountain which . only works 
when we pull certnin levers, nor 
is it, and this is most important, 
a product of a collection of Hke- 
minded people seeking. to pro- 
pagate a point of view. 
Religion begins In personal ex- 

Perience, to be truly bom it must 
spring from the deepest con- 
sciousness of the individual, it 
must be the actual outcome of his 
experience, and his inevitable re- 
action to life itself.

ITALY AND SPAIN 


does not seem possible to see any, way out’ of the present 

impasse in and about Spain that will give any comfort to the 
friends of peace. Perhaps the most disturbing bit of news in 
the recent cables was that Mr. Anthony Eden’ had suggested 
that the whole question should be referred to the Council of the 
League. It is time that those who want the League to grow in 
prestige should point out that it is not competent to enforce any 
decision. whatever on any Power that does not recognise its 
authority, and is willing to fight to resist it. The “Non-inter- 
vention Committee” seemed to be a short cut to an effective 
solution, but the delays that have been caused by those members 
who were landing .combatant troops have gone a long way to 
make it_a farce. To suspend its mectings and refer everything 
to the Council would mean that all hop2 of action had been 
abandoned, und that the Duce, simply because he is willing to 
fight, had won another resounding victory which would have the 
result that-he had made himself the dictator of Europe. 


We are still suffering from the diplomacy of M. Laval. It 
has been recently disclosed that our Government gave a definite 
pledge to him that’ restraint of aggression in the Abyssinian 
business would not be pushed to the point of war. That should 
have been entirely confidential. But M. Laval, who was of 
course anxious to keep on good terms with Italy, passed on the 
information to the Duce, who was thereby enabled to appear to 
the world as having dared the rest of the world to do its worst, 
and to have got eway with it. It was felt at once that that was 
not an‘ending of the risk of war but merely ‘a postponement. If 
Governments were so ‘anxious for peace as to put up with flat 
defiance once, the same thing could be done again. 


The present case is of course a much more flagrant defiance 
of law — if any law is left — for if any civil disturbance in a 
foreign country can be made the excuse for Ianding troops and 
attempting to dictate the settlement, there will be no peace that 
cannot bo liable to break down any day. What are the alter- 
natives? If the “‘non-intervention” Powers are prepared to sto;

There would be no doubt of the 
issue, but Italy would make a great grievance of our “Aggressive 
Navalism” for years to come., If nothing effective is done, and 
Italy is able to nfake General Franco Dictator of Spain, he will 
need support for a long timeat an expense in men and money 
that witl as surely mean the bankruptcy of Italy as would a 
major war. Then such equilibrium as Europe has achieved will 
again be set rocking. The mischief was dono by the delay which 
seems to be inevitable when the attempt is made to bring several 
Governments to the point’ of common action, and the conclusion 
is that action that is to havo any effect must be taken by one 
strong Power. That means farowell to all schemes of consulta- 
tion, and wo are worse off than in the days of the Council of Am- 
bassadors presided over by Sir Edward Grey for a serics of years, 


The French Fleet, based on Toulon, could, of course, alone 
prevent the transport of troops from Italy, even without any 
help from us, but it-has to be remembered that such action must 
be general and must include the stoppage of Sovici troops. That 
would strain France's alliance with Russia, just as former action 
would have strained her alliance with.

given the benefit of the doubt.

An athlete will) work — off 
several pounds in a hard test of 
apeed and endurance. It is not 
at all unusual for a man in 
perfect physical condition, with 
apparently no surplua weight, to 
work off five to ten pounds in a 
comparatively short period of 
time. 


After rigorous exerclalng you 
will notice a feeling of physical 
well-being all over your body, 
unless you have overdone it and 
feel tired — that you should 
avoid. No exercise will do you 
any good however, unless there 
is enough muscle action — to 
create a real demand for energy 
in the tissue. All exercises 
should be taken with this 
thought in) mind. When you 
bend, for instance, don't “throw” 
your body back and forth, That 
won't help a bit. The right way 
to do it, is as if you were trying 
to pull a weight down, Put a 
tension on your muscles, all of 
them, 2s you bend your body 
from the waist and try to touch 
your toes with the tips of your 
‘fingers. Exert this tenston atl 
over your body, from the tips of 
“your fingers, through your arma, 
your shoulders, your abdomen, 
your thighs and calves, down to 
your feet. You must be actually 
“pulling” at your muscles, as it 
were, in flexing your body. Then 
the tension and strain put on 


the muscles, by doing - the work , 


of overcoming resistance, will 
require energy in the form of 
fat, resulting in weight reduc- 
tion, This holds true of all 
exercises. If this tension, thia 
muscular strain, docs not exist, 
then you are not exercising pro- 
perly and you are just wasting 
xo much time. You are not ex- 
panding the required energy. 


Here IT am chiofly concerned 
with those who want to keep fit 
‘and do not have any active f 
of outdoor sport and it is sur- 
prising the number there are in 
this Colony, which so abundant- 
ly provides opportunities for 
physical activity. The character 
and scope of the  exerciae you 
undertake should be — governed 
by your physique and condition, 
but whatever you do — do it in 
the open air — before an open 
window, on a screened verandah, 
or outdoors, Breathe deeply and 
regularly. It ig a good idea to 
sturt exercising | with deep 
breathing which is extremely 
beneficial.

From my work at the Institute 
I know that when most people 
become concerned about their 
weight, it is generally due to

ROM Americn, where the 

servant problem has always 
been acute and where women 
wish to have their time free to 
pursue their own work and ine 
tercals, there come most of our 
Inbour-saving devices, and now, 
in “The America,” T read about 
the world’s moat modern house. 
Not a house full of gadgets, but 
one where there is a sound and 
honeat reason for everything. 


The house is not in New, York 
or Hollywood, - reputed foun- 
tninheads of newfangled idenr, 
but in Des Moines, Towa, the 
country where the tall. corn 
yrown, It was built by Bart But- 


cler, And now Mr. cand Mra, 


Buller and their daughter are 
nettled there, in such unique 
comfort that it all seems to be 
something created by Aladdin 
and his magic lamp. 


It in a concrete house, rein- 
forced with steel, so it ought to 
lant na long as the Pyramids. 
It contains every electrical de- 


vice that is practical and use-. 


ful—none that is just in the ex- 
perimental stage. Every room is 
lighted through masses of win- 
dows by day and by scientifieal- 
ly planned lighting: at night. 
From every room is a beautifal 
view. Off most are terraces or 
balconies. A turn of a switch 
summons any climate, with the 
nir cleaned and humidified.

Thot Germany is using wood 
for every concelvable purpose, 
from tho manufacture of drain- 
pipes to fodder for animals, was 
revealed to-day by the Reich 
director of forestry. 

Through special trentment, he 
anid, wood qvas being successfully 
utilined for spouts and drain- 
-pipes instead of copper, gal- 
vanized fron, tin or’ zinc. 

Its durability was so great that 
it could even be used In auto~ 
mobile construction for. parts 
which are subjected to constant 
wear, . 

Instead of. importing foreign 
hardwoods for 
composition. blocks were being 
made of sawdust and chemicals. 

Considerable progress had been 
made in the utilisation of wood a8 & 
fuel for motive power in motor- 
cara both in the form of wood gas 
and as benzine obtained through 
a process of hydrogenation. 

Most interesting use of wood 
waa the derivation from it of 
foodstuffs. 

Sugar from wood was being 
used extensively in the propara- 
tion of food for farm animals and 
attempts were being made to pro- 
duce fodder with a high albumin 
content from wood.

MR. T v SOONG’S 


ANNUAL REPORT 


FOR BANK ‘OF CHINA ' 


A gencral improvement in the financial situation of China 
and economic conditions as a wholo is reflected in the annual 
report for 1936 of the Bank of China. ‘ 


The new national monetary system has worked more suc 
cessfully than even its.advocates had anticipated,- the report 


states. 
now policy, has been maintained 
previously unknown in China. 


‘In contrast to the condition of bn-; 


cortainty and tension that existed {n 
business and financial circios in China 
throughout almost tho wholo of 1945 
tho situation Inst yenr appoarcd 
quict and uneventful. Tho year was, 
however, important o4 providing a 
real teat for tho now monctary sys- 
tem catablished In November, 1036. 
On account of the abnormal atrain 
that had ecnrlfer been exerted upon 
almost every branch of business ac- 
tivity by tho forced appreciation of 
exchange and the deflationary move- 
mont of priccs, the new monetary 
arrangements had been accepted with 
a widespread feoling of relief. On 
the other hand, it. was recognized 
that, in undertaking to maintain 
practical stability of exchange for a 
currency no longer convertible Into 
allver, the National Government had 
accopted important now responstbill- 
tics and committed itself to a system 
of monctary and financial control 
without precedont In China. 

Up to tho present the new mone- 
tary system has worked even more 
successfully than its advocates had 
anticipated. Exchange _ atability, 
which was the first objective of the 
new policy, has been maintained 
throughout the year to o degree pro- 
viously unknown in China. This is 
all the moro satisfactory in view of 
the fact that the oxchange market 
has hod to deal with bear attacks on 
the dollar, fears arising from poll- 
tical uncertainties, and appreciable 
variations in exchange between the 
principal foreign currencies,: In the 
course of their operations the mone- 
tary authorities have acquired most 
useful experience in’ the responsible 
work of exchange management. 


A_ beginning has been mado in ex- 
tending the «ational dollar system 
of currency to the provinces of 
Kwangtung and Kwangsi, where tho 
“small coin” dollar has previously 
been tho unit of account. In Kwang- 
tung the “small coin” notes of the 
Provincial Bank have been virtually 
stabilized since August last around 
ono dollar and fifty cents subsidiary

fication of the currency, 


Note-Insues Rise’ 


These changes, which indicate do~ 
finite progress towards centralized 
currency control, account in part for 
tho considerable increase in tho note- 
issucs of tho three Governmont banks. 
The note-issues of these banke hava 
risen since November 3rd, 1036, from 
427 million dollars to 1,143 millions 
at the end of 1936. So large an in- 
erenso might perhapa bo regarded os 
ovidence of abnormal currency ex- 
pansion, but o closcf analysis sug- 
gests that it Is largely a consequonce 
of the centralization ‘of note-issucs, 
tho substitution of legal tender notes 
for. nationalized silver dollars and 
for the notes of other banks with- 
drawn from circulation, combined 
with good harvests in 1036 and an 
appreciable recovery from tho condi- 
tion of business stagnation existing 
in 1936. 

While the stability of ‘ exchange 
rates for the Chinese dollar has been 
remarkably well maintatned through- 
out the year, the resources availablo 
to the monctary authorities for, this 
purpose have also been augmented. 
In addition to the negotiations com- 
ploted.soon after the introduction of 
tho new monctary system for tho sale 
to the U.S, Government of somo 60 
million ounces of silver at on 
price of 65 cents U.S. cur- 
Toney an ounce, a working arrange- 
ment was reached in May, 1036 for 
tho sale to tho U.S, Treasury of fur- 
ther substantial amounts of silver. 
With China now on a de facto for- 
eign exchange standard the main- 
tenance of stocks of silver in thts 
country js no Iongor necessary except 
for such amounts aos may be re- 
quired to make up a part of the
